CORPORATION USES AND ABUSES. 


Judge Taft remarked in his Bar Asso- 
ciation address that “under conditions of 
modern society corporations are indis- 
pensable to material progress and are 
among “the greatest instruments for 
good that social man has devised.” 

This is true when they confine them- 
selves to their legitimate business pur- 
poses. But when they make politics an 
adjunct of business and dictate laws and 
control courts in order to increase their 
profits and secure immunity for violation 
of the law they become one of the greatest 
instruments of evil known to society. 
When they run parties, pack conventions, 
corrupt legislatures and own judges, 
there is justification for popular fear and 
distrust of them. 

It is not the use, but the abuse of cor- 
porations that excites resentment and 
opposition on the part of the people. No 
government in which organized greed 
becomes a dominating factor can main- 
tain the rights and liberties of the peo- 
ple or is fit to survive.

Therefore 
when Mr. Beriedict announces that it win 
be a bad day for the Democracy if it does 
not stand upon a financial platform which 
contains a plank calling for the withdrawal 
of the greenbacks he is very naturally sup- 
posed to give some hint of Mr. Cleveland's 
view upon these matters. 

It did cause a little surprise that Mr. 
Benedict should have been either bold or 
cunning enough to intimate that the time 
had come for the creation of a new party, 
pledged to bring about sound and perma- 
nent financial systems for the Treasury and 
the people. But Mr. Benedict is sometimes 


‘| impulsive, and it has been thought that 


that suggestion was made before he had 
carefully weighed his words. 

Mr. Benedict’s pretty yacht. the Oneida, 
steamed into Greenwich narbor last Thurs- 
day morning, bringing Mr. Benedict back 
from an excursion to Gray Gables. On the 
following day he made these public asser- 
tions, His intimacy with the Presidént is 
due partly to the fqndness of each of them 
for the salt water, and very considerably to 
the passion each of them has for the game 
of cribbage. Mr. Benedict’s friends say that 
he is a more expert fisherman than the 
President, and yet cares far less for that 
sport than Cleveland does. But whatever 
their common tastes may be for pastimes 
and outdoor recreations, these do not ab- 
sorb them so that they have no time to talk 
upon business or financial conditions. The 
intimacy is so close that no doubt during 
conversations upon the financial situation 
Mr. Benedict continues to address the Pres- 
ident as “Admiral,” while Mr. Cleveland 
does not fail to say Commodore“ when he 
wants to rpeak to Mr. Benedict. Therefore, 
Mr. Benedict would have been careful not 
to say anything which might prove em- 
barrassing for Mr. Cleveland, only two or 
three months before Mr. Cleveland ts to find 
himself face to face with a Republican 
Congress. 

Impetuous as he is, Mr. Benedict does not 
go off at half-cock, at least when political 
or financial subjects in which Mr. Cleveland 
is interested are under discussion. Yet after 
all, there is nothing really astonishing in 
this assertion of Mr. Benedict's, and those 
who have reason to believe that they have 
accurate information of Mr. Cleveland's 
view say that Mr. Benedict represents that 
view very accurately. 

The Press has already reported that Mr. 
Cleveland is believed by the leading mem- 
bers of the Reform Club to be in complete 
accord with the view set forth by that club 
formally at a meeting in the spring. In a 
word, that opinion is that the financial in- 
terest of this country requires first of all a 
gold standard or measure of money. 

Second, that the greenbacks should be 
withdrawn as rapidly as possible from cir- 
culation and destroyed. Third, that private 
capital be permitted wherever and whenever 
it chooses to embark in the banking busi- 
ness, and that the Government should lay 
no restraining hand upon these partnerships 
or corporations to prevent their issuing 
notes. Next that national banking should 
be made as free as possible,.and that the 
security for the national bank notes should 
be established by a reserve fund rather than 
by a deposit of bonds, 

Mr. Benedict limited his suggestion to the 
retirement of the greenbacks, but if he rep- 
resents Mr. Cleveland’s view that is only a 
part of the programme which Cleveland’s 
friends, led by the Reform Club, and preb- 
ably, by and by, by Mr. Cleveland himself, 
have now in mind.

FREE STRERT CAR RIDES. 


New Order en the Broadway Line, 
Owing to H. H. Timken.

WRITS OF REPLRVIN 


Are Not Obtainable in Down-Town Jus 
tices’ Courts. 


Lawyers having business in the justices’ 
courts want fo know why they can never 
secure writs of repievin in the courts of 


the two down-town justices, Spaulding and 
Shechan, Since the new law went into 
effect putting justices of the peace on sal- 
ariee, applications in these two courts 
for such writs have been refused invariably, 
and litigants compeHed to go to outlying 
justices of the peace. 

These writs are among’ the most important 
issued in justices’ courts. Complaining 
lawyers state that when application for 
such writs becomes fecessary, it is vital 
that they be issued and served at once, in 
order to prevent the removal of property. 
Frequently the necessity of two rity 
tions, the second necessitating a trip of 
many blocKs, requires so much time as to 
practically nullify the writ when secured. 

At the office of Justice 2 Tenth 
and Olive streets, John homas Brady, 
brother of Constable Ben Brady and an 
unsalaried assistant to that official, called 
upon Deputy Constable Allison to explain, 
in the absence of Mr. Brady. 

We won't bother with such writs, be- 
cause we haven't a sufficient force of con- 
Stables to serve them,” said Mr. Allison. 
“I do not know whether we have a legal 
right to refuse them, but certainly they 
ought to go to the uptown justices, who do 
much less business than we. I understand 
that some of those justices are refusing 
them because they are not in their district. 
They have no right to refuse any writs 
on that score except a certain specified 
list, which does not includé writs of replev- 
in. We have some cases a month in this 
court, and can hardly serve the writs on 
these with one constable and two deputies 
without bothering with writs of replevin. 
It’s the same in Justice Sheehan’s court. 
We are mostly occupied with landlords’ 
summons. We do more business in this 
court than any of the other justices, pos- 
sibly excepting Justice Sheehan’s,’’ 

Lawyer MoManus, when asked about the 
right of these justices to refuse writs of 
replevin, stated that he believed it to be 
contrary to law. 

“They could be mandamused.“ said he, 
“but no one wants to take that trouble. 
It would require time, too, and time is 
everything in replevin cases.“

James O’Brien, 2 years old; shot in fore- 
head; wound not serious. 

John Donlan, shot in left breast. 

Moore is locked up at the police station. 
He is in a pitiable condition, his face 1 
kicked almost out of human semblance an 
his body covered with bruises. 

The locality in which the shooting took 

lace is known as The Bend,“ and is close 

the River Street Bridge of the Morris 
Canal. On this bridge there is always a 
crowd, whose practice is to hold up people 
for the price of drinks. The story told by 
Moore as to what led up to the affair is be- 
.Meved by the police to be correct. He says 
he had incur the enmity of some of these 
loafers by his refusal to treat them. Yes- 
terday their threats to do him up“ were 
more determined than ever. When Moore 
was ready last night to leave his place he 
saw some of his enemies near the bridge 
and more on the block toward Commerce 
street. He had to cross the bridge to get 
home, and, fearing an attack, placed a re- 
volver in his pocket. When he reached the 
bridge he was attacked and before he tould 
draw his revolver was knocked down, while 
several of his assailants began to kick and 
punch him. He shouted for help and after a 
struggle reached his revolver and regained 
his feet. He at once opened fire. Some of the 
ye | * ran, but others rushed at 
him, an e had to retreat, running and 
firing as he ran. The first man seen to fall 
was John O’Brien. As O’Brien fell, Moore 
stooped over and dealt him a heavy blow on 
the back of the head. Moore retreated a few 
steps farther, and, turning ain, fired an- 
other shot, this one striking James O'Brien 
in the center of the forehead and glancing 
off. Two more shots were fired by Moore, one 
of which struck Donlan in the left breast. 
The noise attracted the police, who arrested 
Moore and sent the wounded men to the 
city hospitals.
